Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding the pending 
claims have been fully considered but are not persuasive. Applicant has argued on page 12 of the response that Bulow et al. do not 
disclose a sheath supported about the body portion of an instrument. Examiner respectfully disagrees and believes that the conduits of 
Bulow et al. can be considered as the body portion of a surgical instrument. Applicant has argued on pages 13 and 14 that the cover 
deployment device of Bulow et al. is not releasably engaged with the cover. Examiner does not believe that members 72 and 73 are 
disclosed as being bonded to the cover. The cover is only bonded to the shield 14. Applicant has argued on pages 18 and 19 that the 
cover of Green et al. does not cover member 1 34B or it does not cover the distal end of member 1 34B which contains the staples. 
Examiner believes that claim 30 only requires the cover to cover some portion of the stationary shell assembly. Examiner believes that 
member 134B can be considered as the stationary shell assembly regardless of whether the cover actually covers the staples or not. 
Green et al. have disclosed 134B as a single part which is intended to hold the staples. Figure 1 1 clearly shows that member 136B 
overlays member 134B and the cover is clearly intended to completely cover member 136B in order to fully clamp and staple tissue. 
Examiner believes that Applicant's arguments with regard to Jespersen have been addressed in the previous final rejection of record. 
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
